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—The Press and the American Revolution— 
Trade Regulations Infuriate Colonies

Arnold Broke Siege

Benedict Arnold 
to

rescue, freedom of the press, 
British led Indians, the War 
Dept., a steam locomotive 
and the V eterans Bureau all 
w ere involved during this 
week in history. 
On Aug. 3, 1777, Colonel St. 
Leger, com m anding British 
forces, 
b eseig e d 
F o rt 
Stanwix, N Y. The siege was 
finally broken when General 
G eo rg e W ash in g to n sen t 
G e n e ra l B enedict Arnold 
north up the valley with a 
relief force to drive 
the 
British back to Canada. 
A p ow erful 
blow 
w as 
struck for freedom of the 
press on Aug. 4, 1735. John 
P e te r 
Z en g er, 
a 
new spaperm an in New York 
City, was charged with libel 
for printing stories critical 
of the British governor. A 


jury acquitted him after his 
lawyer’s plea that Zenger 
w as ‘‘ex p o sin g a r b it r a r y 
powers 
by 
speaking 
and 
writing the truth.” 
Forty 
years later the principle was 
defended as the Continental 
Army fought for American 
independence. 
On Aug. 5, 1888. General 
Philip N. Sheridan died at 
Nonquitt, Mass. The West 
Point graduate who headed 
the cavalry in the Army of 
the Potom ac during the Civil 
War is rem em bered for his 
ride from Winchester, Va. to 
take com m and of his men 
who had been driven back at 
Cedar Creek. The ride is 
com m em orated in Thomas 
B.

"Sheridan’s Ride." 
One of the fiercest battles 
of the Revolutionary War 
was 
fought 
at 
Oriskany, 
N.Y. on Aug. 6, 1777. The 
British Army 
and

S tanw ix 
and dem anded its surrender. 


But 
G e n e ra l 
N icholas 
Herkimer, leading the Tryon 
County Militia m arched to 
relieve the Patriots. 
A m b u sh ed a t O risk an y 
and badly wounded in the 
e n su in g b a ttle , H e rk im e r 
was propped up against a 
beech tree. Smoking his pipe 
he continued to give orders. 
While militia losses w ere 
heavy, 
they 
m a in ta in e d 
possession of the field.

established by an act of 
Congress on Aug 
7. 1789. 
General Henry Knox was 
appointed the first Secretary 
of 
W ar. 
C o n g ressio n al 
com m ittees

d u rin g the R e v o lu tio n a ry 
War. 
On Aug. 8, 1829, the first 
steam locomotive w as run in 
the United States - a total of 
three miles in Pennsylvania. 
Army E ngineers were in­ 
strum ental in those early 
days in the building of the 
railroads of the future.

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — 
Statistics are beginning to 
show a 
midsummer tur­ 
naround in the economic 
picture of Texas and the 
nation, says Bryan Adair, 
research associate with the 
University of Texas Bureau 
of Business Research. 
"Stock prices, long recog­ 
nized as a leading indicator, 
have been rising for several 
months. Housing stocks, 
which saw a trough late last 
summer, have experienced a 
rebound, many individual 
stocks having more than 
doubled during the last nine 
months,” Adair said.
